On  cold  winter  mornings,  she  would  allow  us  to  snuggle  up  to 
the  coal  stove  after  a  long  walk  to  take  the  train  to  High  School. 

When  the  trains  stopped  going,  the  Post  Office  moved  to  its 
present  location.  Harriet  was  fortunate  to  work  in  a  nice  warm 
building  and  the  coal  stove  was  in  the  past. 

Harriet  would  usually  greet  you  with  a  small,  warm  smile  and 
always  spoke.  Often  times  she  would  discuss  weather,  birds,  or 
conditions  in  town.  She  was  actively  interested  in  what  was  hap- 
pening in  town. 

We  understand  that  she  also  liked  to  do  deed  researches  and 
helped  straighten  out  many  pieces  of  land.  She  always  spoke 
highly  of  the  Ford  Mill  property  which  was  her  late  husband's 
water  powered  saw  mill. 

She  was  the  envy  of  many  of  the  young  guys  in  town  as  she 
drove  a  Model  A  Roadster  and,  later  in  life,  a  4  wheel  drive  Scout. 

So,  Harriet,  a  p>erson  who  hasn't  demanded  much  from  anyone 
but  who  has  helped  and /or  left  a  lasting  impression  on  our  lives, 
we  would  like  to  say  "Thanks  and  Congratulations"  for  being  part 
of  Danbury.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1991  is  now  history  and  we  have  seen  a  few  changes  in  our  town.  The  bathroom 
in  the  Town  Hall  has  had  the  plumbing  completely  done  over  and  the  hot  water 
heater  was  hooked  up  with  very  little  expense  to  the  taxpayer. 

We  had  a  "Town  Hall"  sign  erected  over  the  front  doors  of  the  Town  Hall  at  no 
expense  to  the  taxpayer. 

Mrs.  Brownell  went  to  Haverhill  and  searched  out  a  copy  of  the  deed  to  the 
Town  Hall  dated  1856  which  is  a  help  to  set  us  straight. 

Although  the  money  was  raised  by  you  to  rebuild  the  swamp  road  to  the  ski 
area,  we  spent  most  of  it  on  erecting  new  guard  rails  on  the  road  which  was  in 
very  bad  shape.  By  doing  this,  we  eliminated  a  very  dangerous  piece  of  Town 
Road. 

With  thanks  to  everyone  involved,  our  Recreation  Committee  has  come  a  long 
way.  A  basketball  court  has  been  built  and  black  topped.  They  have  a  gravel 
parking  lot,  three  stone  fireplaces  and  picnic  tables.  They  are  looking  ahead  on 
planning  a  ballfield  and  skating  pond  etc.  Lef  s  get  behind  this  group  so  we  have 
a  park  Danbury  can  be  proud  of. 

Our  Transfer  Station  has  been  working  smoothly  and  we  have  had  several 
compliments  about  the  appearance.  We  need  a  building  in  the  near  future  for 
recycling  which  we  will  have  to  do  in  the  future. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  nothing  has  been  completed  about  purchasing 
additional  land  for  the  Town  Hall.  The  building  is  gradually  getting  completed. 
We  have  purchased  circulating  fans  for  the  Town  Hall  and  have  to  have  them 
installed.  The  old  office  has  been  turned  into  a  f)olice  office  and  an  office  has  been 
built  for  the  Planning  Board. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  spent  hours  going  over  our  budgets  trying  to 
eliminate  any  waste  to  save  your  tax  dollars.  At  Town  Meeting  you  can  vote  on 
their  recommendations,  but  we  have  little  control  over  the  County  and  School 
taxes  plus  additional  budgets  submitted  by  the  Regional  Associations. 

We  had  a  new  chimney  installed  at  the  Town  Garage  and  eliminated  the  old  salt 
shed.  We  still  should  do  a  lot  more  before  OSHA  comes  in  and  makes  us  do  it. 
We  should  be  looking  ahead  about  building  a  new  garage.  With  scarce  tax 
dollars,  it  has  been  hard  to  do  much  but  maybe  next  year. 
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We  would  like  to  thank  those  people  who  volunteered  their  help  to  organize  all 
of  our  old  town  records,  so  that  all  of  the  important  ones  could  be  put  in  the  vault 
for  security. 

In  regards  to  our  town  budget  for  this  year,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  our 
departments  for  being  conscientious  about  their  spending.

BUSINESS  MEETING  RECONVENED  MARCH  14,  1991  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the 
Danbury  Elementary  School 

Meeting  called  to  Order  at  7:00  P.M.  and  was  lead  in  prayer  by  Rev.  John  Kepler 
following  the  Salute  to  the  Hag-Moderator  asks  to  speak  a  few  words  on  behalf 
of  our  previous  Selectman,  Forrest  W.  Powers.  A  plaque  in  the  shape  of  the 
Town  of  Danbury  was  presented  to  Forrest  for  the  18  years  of  service  he  has 
provided  to  the  Town. 

Moderator  Phelps  announces  the  Rules  this  Meeting  will  be  conducted  by. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 
(Moderator  aimounces  the  results  of  the  Election  -  the  above.) 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as  presented 
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by  the  Budget  Committee  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  Budget.  (Recommended  Budget  of  $351,620  for  1991).  Motion 
made  by  Ed  Roche  to  adopt  article,  seconded  by  Alan  Brownell.  Edward  Roche, 
Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  discusses  their  recommendations.  Before 
the  line  items  discussion,  it  is  voted  on  to  remove  line  items  concerning  the 
following  Articles  that  will  be  voted  on  separately  from  the  amount  of  $351,620 
Article  #3-$5,000,  Article  #4-$3,500,  Article  #5-$2,000,  Article  #6-$100,  Article 
#7-$l,604,  and  Article  #8-$396  equalling  a  total  of  $12,600.  Making  the  Budget 
amount  to  be  $339,020.  This  was  considered  an  amendment  submitted  by  Ed 
Roche,  seconded  by  Paula  Euerle.  Article  #2  read  as  amended  and  is  adopted. 
Total  amount  voted  on  $339 .020.  (The  recommended  budget  will  be  at  the  end 
of  this  report). 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000  for  repair  of  bridges.  (B.C.  recommended  $5,000.)  Motion  to  adopt  Article 
made  by  Phyllis  Taylor,  seconded  by  Bob  Hunnefield.  Article  #3  adopted. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3300  for  the  sealing  of  roads.  For  oil  MC800  only.  (B.C.  recommended  $3,500) 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  made  by  Audrey  Pellegrino,  seconded  by  Linda  Ford. 
Article  #4  adopted. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000  to  go  into  the  "Capital  Reserve  Fund"  for  Highway  Equipment.  (B.C. 
recommended  $2,000).  Motion  to  adopt  Article  made  by  Tricia  Taylor,  sec- 
onded by  Russell  Farmer.  Article  #5  adopted. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  sum  of  $100  to  move  the  Civil  War  Plaque.  (B.C.  recommended 
$100.)  Motion  to  pass  over  Article  made  by  Andy  Phelps,  seconded  by  Alan 
Brownell.  Article  #6  passed  over. 

Motion  made  by  Twila  Cook  to  consider  Articles  12  to  16  before  Article  7, 
seconded  by  Stanley  Phelps.  Motion  voted  on  and  passes-next  Article  to  be 
considered  #12. 

ARTICLE  1 2:  To  see  if  the  People  will  vote  to  elect  a  three  member  Recreation 
Committee  starting  with  the  1992  Election.  Said  Committee  will  be  as  follows: 
1  member  for  3  years,  1  member  for  2  years,  and  1  member  for  1  year.  Motion  to 
adopt  Article  made  by  Stanley  Phelps,  seconded  by  Russell  Farmer.  Amend- 
ment submitted  by  Stanley  Phelps  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
establish  the  Danbury  Recreation  Committee  of  five  citizens  as  provided  for 
in  RSA  35-B:4.  This  committee  shall  be  one  member  of  the  Danbury  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  four  members  appointed  for  one  year  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. The  four  members  shall  be  elected  officers  with  ti\e  first  election  to  be 
held  at  the  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  shall  be  elected  as  provided  for 
in  law  for  three  year  terms.  Amendment  seconded  by  Art  Perry.  Amendment 
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voted  on  and  accepted.  Article  12  voted  on  as  amended  and  is  adopted  as 
amended. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  "Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Recreation  for  the  Town  of 
Danbury."  Motion  made  by  Tony  Sciucco,  seconded  by  Bob  Hunnef  ield.  Amend- 
ment submitted  by  Twila  Cook  as  follows:  To  see  if  tiie  Town  of  Danbury  will 
vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of  a 
baseball  field  at  Independence  Park  in  the  Town  of  Danbury.  Seconded  by 
Paula  Euerle- Amendment  withdrawn  by  Twila  Cook  and  Paula  Euerle  with- 
drew her  motion  as  second.  Amendment  submitted  by  Twila  Cook  as  follows: 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  '^for  the 
development  of  a  recreation  area  at  Independence  TarW.  Amendment  sec- 
onded by  Diane  Hunnefield.  Article  voted  on  as  amended.  Article  13  adopted 
as  amended. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Danbury  will  vote  to  put  unexpended 
balance  of  the  Danbury  Recreation  Fund  into  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund  for 
Recreation.  This  Fund  cannot  be  spend  during  the  next  year  without  the  major 
vote  of  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  (3)  and  Danbury  Recreation 
Committee  (3)  on  Recreation.  Motion  to  adopt  Article  made  by  Stanley  Phelps, 
seconded  by  Tricia  Taylor.  Amendment  submitted  by  Stanley  Phelps  as 
follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Danbury  will  vote  to  put  unexpended  balance 
of  the  Danbury  Recreation  Fund  into  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Develop- 
ment of  a  Recreation  Area  at  Independence  Park.  This  Fund  cannot  be  spent 
during  the  next  year  without  the  major  vote  of  each  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  (3)  and  Danbury  Recreation  Committee  (5).  Amendment  seconded 
by  Ed  Roche.  Article  14  adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  15.  We,  the  undersigned  registered  voters  of  Danbury,  request 
that  the  following  article  be  included  in  this  year's  Town  Meeting  Warrant:  To 
see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  designate  the  Town  owned  land  at  the  intersection  of 
North  Road  and  Eastern  District  Road  as  Independence  Park  and  authorize  its 
use  as  a  multi-use  recreational  park  and  to  encourage  the  efforts  of  the  volun- 
teers who  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  create  this  park  at  no  expense  to  the 
Town  of  Danbury.  Petition  Article.  Motion  made  to  adopt  article  by  Alan 
Brownell,  seconded  by  Bob  Hunnefield.  Amendment  submitted  by  Stanley 
Phelps  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  town  owned  land  at  the 
intersection  of  North  Road  and  Eastern  District  Road  as  Independence  Park 
and  authorize  its  use  as  a  multi-purpose  public  recreation  area^  and  to 
encourage  the  efforts  of  the  volunteers  who  have  expressed  a  willingness  to 
create  this  park  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  the  development  and 
use  of  this  park  under  the  control  of  the  newly  established  Danbury  Recre- 
ation Committee.  Amendment  seconded  by  Audrey  Pellegrino.  Article  15 
adopted  as  amended. 
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ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  Danbury  Recreation 
Comnuttee.  This  committee  shall  develop  and  implement  a  recreation  plan  for 
the  needs  of  the  people  of  Danbury  and  propose  an  annual  plan  as  well  as  a  long- 
range  plan.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  members,  chosen  as  follows:  one 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  four  elected  by  the  citizens  of  Danbury 
present  at  the  annual  Recreation  Committee  meeting,  to  be  held  within  thirty 
days  of  the  Town  Meeting,  to  be  called  by  the  Selectmen.  The  terms  of  these 
members  shall  be  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

The  Recreation  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  raise  such  sums  of  money 
as  they  may  wish,  to  be  held  in  a  non-lapsing  account  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
which  may  be  expended  for  recreational  purposes  upon  the  majority  vote  of  the 
members.  The  Committee  shall  also  make  recommendations  to  the  selectmen 
for  the  expenditures  of  funds  raised  through  taxation.  The  Recreation  Commit- 
tee shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Town  of  all  expenditures  of  funds.  The 
Committee  shall  adopt  by-laws  at  its  annual  meeting  and  record  the  same  with 
the  Town  Qerk.  -Petition  Article.  Motion  to  pass  over  article  made  by  Andy 
Phelps,  seconded  by  Eddie  Phelps.  Article  passed  over,  fails. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,604  representing  Danbury's  share  for  the  Bristol  Community  Center.  (B.C. 
recommended  $1,604).  Motion,  to  adopt  this  article,  by  Sylvia  Hill,  seconded  by 
Normand  LeBrecque.  Article  7  adopted. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1300  for  organized  recreation.  Petition  Article.  (B.C.  recommending  only 
$396.)  Motion  to  adopt  article  made  by  Paula  Euerle,  seconded  by  Tony  Sciucco. 
Amendment  submitted  by  Paula  Euerle  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $396  for  organized  recreation  within  the  Town  of 
Danbury.  Amendment  seconded  by  Ruth  Ford.  Article  8  adopted  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  9.  We,  the  undersigned,  are  not  opposed  to  having  an  office  for 
Chief  of  Police  but  we  are  opposed  to  having  a  holding  device  or  having 
prisoners  brought  into  the  Town  Hall  due  to  the  safety  of  the  pre-school 
Kindergarten,  Town  Secretary  and  other  Town  Officials.  Petition  Article.  Mo- 
tion to  adopt  article  made  by  John  Ford,  seconded  by  Amy  Shepard-Motion 
fails  to  carry-Article  9  fails. 

ARTICLE  10.  We  as  voters  in  the  Town  of  Danbury  hereby  request  the  Town 
to  have  this  Article  on  the  Town  Warrant  in  1991 :  Do  the  people  wish  to  continue 
the  dump  as  now  run  or  prefer  to  have  John  Ford  as  attendant?  Petition  Article. 
Motion  to  pass  over  this  article  by  John  Ford,  seconded  by  Bob  Ford.  Article  10 
fails,  passed  over. 

Paula  Euerle,  Assistant  Moderator,  takes  over  for  the  following  Article: 

ARTICLE  11.  We,  the  undersigned  voters  of  Danbury,  request  that  the 
following  warrant  article  be  inserted  on  the  warrant  for  consideration  at  the 
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March  12,  1991  Town  Meeting:  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  instruct  the 
selectmen  to  complete  the  acquisition  of  land,  from  Richard  L.  Laranue,  that  the 
new  addition  to  the  Town  Hall  is  constructed  upon,  immediately.  This  acquisi- 
tion should  be  of  the  highest  priority  to  protect  the  Town's  interest.  Petition 
Article.  Motion  to  adopt  article  made  by  Jim  Phelps,  seconded  by  Eddie  Phelps. 
Article  11  adopted. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes  by  Collector's  Deeds. 
Motion  to  adopt  article  made  by  Eddie  Phelps,  seconded  by  Trida  Taylor. 
Amendment  offered  by  Stanley  Phelps  as  follows:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  for  non- 
payment of  taxes  by  Collector's  Deeds  on  land  in  Echo  Glen  only.  Amendment 
seconded  by  Christie  Phelps.  Article  voted  on  as  amended.  Article  17  adopted 
as  amended.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Budget  Committee  began  its  second  year  with  an  organizational  meet- 
ing in  April.  At  that  meeting,  I  was  voted  in  as  Chairman,  and  the  Committee 
agreed  to  meet  monthly  in  order  to  review  the  expenditures  of  the  previous 
month.  Our  job  as  outlined  in  RSA  32  is  to  oversee  the  Town's  expenditures. 
What  that  means  is  the  Committee  makes  sure  expenditures  are  not  out  of  line. 
We  can  ask  what  money  was  spent  for  and  why,  we  can  request  copies  of 
invoices,  receipts,  time  cards,  and  copies  of  anything  to  do  with  an  expenditure. 
We  cannot  tell  the  Selectmen  how  to  spend  the  money,  but  we  can  make 
suggestions  in  order  to  save  money.  Under  the  RSA  we're  allowed  to  look  into 
alternatives  to  the  Town's  present  insurance,  heating  companies,  maintenance 
contracts,  etc.  and  present  our  findings  of  any  alternatives  and  suggestions  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  However,  they  are  not  required  to  act  on  any  of  our 
suggestions. 

During  this  past  year,  we've  been  told  and  have  heard  that  we  were  out  of 
line,  overstepping  our  bounds,  did  not  have  any  right  to  receive  requests,  trying 
to  take  over  the  town,  did  not  understand  what  our  job  was  and  have  had 
information  directed  to  us  go  astray.  There  have  been  some  arguments  between 
committee  members  as  well  as  with  the  Selectmen.  Departments  have  called 
Budget  Committee  members  to  get  our  approval  on  expenditures,  only  to  be 
told  that  the  Budget  Committee  does  not  approve  expenditures,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  does.  One  Committee  member  was  called  by  someone  in  town 
complaining  that  the  Budget  Committee  had  not  paid  the  Bristol  Community 
Center  bill,  only  to  be  told  that  the  Budget  Committee  does  not  pay  the  bills,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  does,  and  they  had  not  even  received  a  biU. 

What  is  the  result  of  all  the  turmoil  and  confusion?  By  Town  Meeting,  the 
Committee  will  have  met  a  total  of  47  hours.  The  hours  we  have  individually 
worked  is  incalculable.  We  have  set  in  place  a  system  for  requesting  and 
receiving  the  information  we  need.  Monthly  printouts  of  expenditures  are 
prepared  for  us.  The  Selectmen's  Representative  to  the  Budget  Committee  has 
spent  hours  researching  and  photocopying  information.  All  of  which  has 
helped  us  to  do  the  job  we  were  voted  in  to  do.  The  input  that  we  receive  at  our 
two  public  hearings  will  enable  us  to  prepare  the  final  budget  for  Town  Meeting. 
Our  recommendations  and  our  explanations  of  them  mean  one  thing — more 
information  is  available  to  you,  the  Townspeople,  to  help  you  make  your 
decisions  at  Town  Meeting.  You  don't  have  to  like  us  or  agree  with  us,  just  use 

the  information  we  give  you.  That's  the  real  bottom  line the  Townspeople 

decide. 

Has  it  all  been  worth  it?  Yes,  I  feel  it  has  been  worth  it.  As  long  as  the  Town 
has  people  on  the  Budget  Committee  who  are  willing  to  do  the  work  and  take 
the  heat,  Danbury  will  definitely  benefit.

TOWN  REPORT 
SUMMARY  OF  PEMI-BAKER  ACTIVITY  IN  1991 

The  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District  worked  on  a  variety  of  projects  in  1991. 
With  the  assistance  of  North  Country  Council,  the  district  volunteer  represen- 
tatives evaluated  several  disposal  options  in  the  region.  After  months  of  work, 
a  long-term  district  waste  contract  with  Consumat  Sanco  of  Bethlehem  was 
completed.  The  contract  provides  favorable  disposal  rates  to  member  commu- 
nities choosing  to  participate.  The  district  views  this  agreement  as  a  first  step  in 
the  development  of  a  long-term,  environmentally  sound,  and  economically 
feasible  solution  to  the  region's  solid  waste  management  needs. 

In  addition,  the  district  worked  toward  promoting  local  recycling  programs. 
District  members  shared  information  on  recycling  markets,  handling,  facility 
design  and  storage.  Several  new  recycling  programs  will  be  beginning  in  1992 
which  will  further  expand  the  district-wide  recycling  effort.  The  existing 
recycling  programs  in  the  district  continue  to  be  successful  in  diverting  waste 
from  the  waste  stream  and  conserving  valuable  resources. 


PEMI-BAKER  SOLID  WASTE  DISTRICT 
HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  PROGRAM 

On  October  5,  the  district  held  its  second  household  hazardous  waste 
collection  day.  The  collection  provided  residents  of  the  district  an  envirorunen- 
tally  sound  alternative  for  the  disp)Osal  of  household  hazardous  wastes.  Almost 
1 ,000  gallons  of  common  household  hazardous  chemicals  were  collected.  These 
included  waste  motor  oil,  anti-freeze,  oil-based  paints,  thirmers,  pesticides,  and 
many  types  of  household  cleaners.  As  part  of  the  education  program,  each 
elementary  school  had  a  presentation  and  demonstration  on  the  dangers 
associated  with  these  materials.  Volunteers  from  all  district  communities  were 
instrumental  in  making  this  collection  a  success  and  the  district  looks  forward 
to  holding  another  collection  in  1992.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1 991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service 
as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of  fires.  Our 
three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children  and  smoking 
materials.  Four  hundred  fifty  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned 
approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinquishing  these 
fires.  Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by 
citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system,  and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained 
local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy 
Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on  wildland  fires, 
working  with  other  fire  department  members  under  the  direction  of  the  N.H. 
Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  department  members  are  properly 
trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing  wildland  fires.  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and 
Deputy  Wardens  receive  specialized  training  each  year,  presented  by  the  N.H. 
Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep  their  skill  level  and  knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up 
to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for 
issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
community.  In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is 
completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  p>ermit  prior  to  lighting 
the  fire.  Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that  you  contact 
your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is  required  and  to  save  your 
community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment  on  a  false  alarm.  Any  person 
violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not  a  safe  day 
to  bum  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green!  Thank  you  for  being  fire  safe.

Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association's  1992  budget  request  is 
$2,669.43,  which  is  a  5%  increase  in  1992  from  our  1991  per  capita  assessment. 
This  increase  will  not  enable  us  to  keep  pace  with  the  costs  in  meeting  the 
continued  need  for  our  services  from  the  people  in  the  towns  we  serve.  We  will 
continue  to  raise  funds  from  other  sources  to  help  meet  the  costs  of  providing 
unreimbursed  services.  The  funds  requested  will  assist  us  to  continue  to 
provide  health  care  services  to  people  in  Danbury,  regardless  of  their  ability  to 
pay,  within  the  fiscal  constraints  of  the  agency.

The  Danbury  Kindergarten  Association,  Inc.  was  formed  to  operate  a  kin- 
dergarten in  the  absence  of  a  public  kindergarten  program  in  the  Newfound 
Area  School  District. 

The  Kindergarten  opens  in  September  and  closes  in  May,  following  the 
school  district's  calendar  for  days  in  session.  Class  runs  from  9  to  11:30  A.M. 
Children  who  are  5  years  of  age  by  September  30,  making  them  eligible  for 
entrance  into  the  first  grade  the  following  year,  may  enroll  in  kindergarten. 
Children  may  be  enrolled  as  pre-kindergarten  students  the  year  prior  to 
kindergarten.  Kindergarten  pupils  attend  school  five  mornings  per  week,  pre- 
kindergarten  pupils  join  them  for  two.  There  are  presently  eighteen  students 
enrolled. 

The  present  teacher,  Mrs.  Robin  Heberling,  has  been  with  the  school  since 
1987.  Mrs.  Amy  Shepard  joined  the  Danbury  Kindergarten  as  an  aide  in  1990. 
Mrs.  Shirley  Manna  donates  her  valuable  time  as  the  volunteer  director  of  the 
D.K.A..  It  is  through  the  dedication  and  caring  for  the  children,  by  these  three 
women,  that  has  helped  make  the  Danbury  Kindergarten  the  success  it  is  today. 

Tuition  is  set  by  the  general  board  (consisting  of  parents  and  any  interested 
community  member).  Because  of  the  continuous  volunteer  efforts  of  the  board 
as  well  as  many  other  concerned  parents  and  citizens,  D.K.A.'s  tuition  has  not 
increased  for  several  years. 

It  is  also  the  involvement  of  parents  and  the  support  of  the  local  community 
that  has  built  the  kindergarten  program  into  that  successful  first  step  in  the 
educational  program  for  so  many  Danbury  children.  The  town  of  Danbury 
allows  the  kindergarten  to  operate  in  one  section  of  the  town  hall.  The  kinder- 
garten also  receives  donations  of  materials,  time  and  labor,  as  well  as  funds  from 
individuals  and  groups  too  numerous  to  mention.  All  of  these  contributions  are 
greatly  appreciated.
